Agreeable to tl. is Standard, I ſhall proceed to eſta- 
bliſh my own Pretenſions, with. all that Modefty and 
Candour, that on the internal Part of the late Survey, 
before mentioned, I have found to conſtitute no in- 
conſiderable Part of my Nature; and if, in the Courſe 
of this Diſquiſition, 1 ſhould find myſelf neceſſitated

tation of which, and a Prepoſſeſſion in the Minds of his 
Conſtituents, that his public Character would always 
ſquare with his private, he was undoubtedly raifed to- 
the important Rank which he held, in the late Parlia- 
ment. But how are we to judge of his public Virtue 
and Integrity, when we heard him (upon the firſt Oe- 
caſion that occured of doing a material Serviee to his

Thoſe that are natural are, a Voice ſufficiently aus 
Aible, and a Facility of conveying his Sentiments, 
by that Vehicle, in a Choice of Words that ſhould 
he juſt, nervous, and perſuaſive; and, which may ſtill 
be farther enforced, by a graceful and expreſſive Acti- 
on. To theſe Abilities add Integrity, and you have 
* the 
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that calm Serenity of ſocial and commercial Happi- 
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the finiſhed Character of a virtuous and able Repre- 


ſentative. | 


This Sketch I have given you, as a Touch-ſtone, 


to try the Merits, in Point of Ability, of your ſeve- 


ral Candidate Pretenders by, and as a Specimen of the 
Uſe of it, give me leave to apply it to the Characters 
of Mr. L 4, and Mr. L——þe, who have here- 
tofore, by I know not what imputation of Abilities, 
obtained ſomething like what I. may call a Metroric 
Influence over ſome of you, and ſeem well inclined

Let us now take a View of this Heroe in his ora- 
torial Capacity; and here it may be obſerved, that 
Fanatics in Politicks find their Account in uſeing the 
Tame Species of falſe Oratory that has, in all Ages, 
been found ſo convenient and profitable to Fanatics 
in Religion, and which is rather employed to procure 
the Dominion of the Paſſions, than the Conviction 
of the Underſtandings, of an Audience. Amongſt 
the lower and generality of the middling Claſs 
of People, whoſe Paſſions are generally ſtrong in 
Proportion as their Reaſon is weak and unculti- 
vated, this diſhoneſt Kind of Rhetoric has been found 
to make a great Number of Proſelytes; Whitfield, |: 
Fe/ley, and Cinich, by the politic and frequent Uſe | 
of a Set of dreadful ſounding Words, ſuch as, Dam- 
zation, Reprobation, Fire and Brimſtone, &c. have 
ſeduced many weak Minds from that ſafe, rational, 


and truly ſalvable Syſtem of religious Worſhip, 


taught by our national eſtabliſhed Church, and ſome 
few have been reduced to that Degree of Deſparati- 
on, by the enthuſiaſtic Comminations of theſe religi- 
ous Worthies, as not even to ſtop at the unnatural 
Crime of Suicide. 

I, by a Uſe (not leſs politic, or more honeſt) |
